Scattered far and wide are the members of many families 
in the Township of Chinguacousy, whose cada 
among the pioneers of Peel County. Combating the 
hardships of early settlement but enjoying the simple 
life attendant on the clearing of forest lands, these 
pioneers encountered experiences and left behind— 
traditions that forged the stennch principles esta- 
blished in the community life of the different sections. 
With much pride their descendants point to the noble 
spirit and sentiments that governed their lives, ever 
displaying a simple trust in Providence and exercising | 
&@ sympathetic relationship with their fellowmen. The ) 
milk of human kindness flowed freely in those days 
when large families had to subsist on the fruits of 
hard labour and depended on one encthas for succour in 
times of emergency. 

Among the many families, who have contributed 
their share in the early development of the communities 
of Mono Road and Sand Hill was the Bowles family, The 
accompanying chart or tree shows the male memgbers 
of the family, many of whom first saw the light of 
day in the neighbourhood of the old homestead on the 
east hal? of lots 31 and 32, concession five, Chtngnes 
cousy Township. 

George : and Barbara (L ce) Bowles came to 
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Canada from Tipperary, Ireland, about 1838, f 


the arrival of their two sons, Charles and David, who 
landed in,this country about 1827. afte? residing 

in Toronto for a short time they settled on the above 
mentioned Lands.

The male descendants of George and Barbara 

Bowles, perpetuating the name, have become widély 
scattered, some residing in England, the United 
States and others in Western Canada. Several never 
reached manhood and those that did entered into 
various occupations such as farmers, lawyers, doctors, 
ministers, business careers, newwpaper representatives 
and even some occupied government positions.
